Each year during the months 
July Ythtough October cases of poito- 
myelitis appear in Varying numbers 


‘ana with varying severity across the 


country. Each year many people aré 


, crippled by this disease and a few die. 


Millions of dollars from ‘the “March 
of Dimes” campaigns are used annual- 
ly in an attempt to further contro] the 
outbrehk of the disease and to devise 


_new systems of treatment, but to date 


no specific vaccines or preventations 


. have been found. 


“It still remains the work of the 
parents of the country to contro] the 
Spread of Polio”, says Dr: J. D. -Wal- 
lace, Medical Health Officer of the 


Municipality. “We do not expect a 


. heavy epedemic of the disease this fall 


because of the widespread nature of 
the one last year. Such an epedemic 
confers some immunity to a large 


. number Of contacts Who did not ac- 


tually come down with the polip, be- 
cause of the generally good health. It 
is. usually the over-tired and run down 
individual who catches this disease. 
However, we expect there will as usual 
be some cases in the area and now is 


. the time for each parent to take steps 


to protect the children”. 

The following is part of an article 
published by the Department of Pub- 
lic Health on the subject of Pollo- 
myelitis and should be read and acted 


‘upon by all residents. While Polio is 


primarily a disease of young people it 
can and does attack those of any age, 
and the following tips should be ob- 
served by all, 

“Keep children away from. crowds, 
especially swimming pools. Allow 
thém to play out doors ag much as 
possible without getting tired, but not 
in contact with large groups of other 


’ children. Keep them by themselves as 


faras possible; Do not let them Pte 
chilled. 

Give children wholesome and easily 
digestible food, including plenty of 
milk and. vegetables. Raw vegetables 
and fruit should be thoroughly wash- 


, ed before eating. Milk should be kept.

Children “abbuld’ ba ielven WP aatly 
tub bath, and their clothing should ry 
washed frequently. 

Emphasise that children should have 
ample rest. Those under five sfould 
rest for one hour in the afternoon and 
nine to twelve hours sleep in a well 
ventilated bedroom is a good rule to 
follow. Keep the bedroom windows 
open but screened. It is now establish- 
ed that residual paralysis occurs in 
persons who were over-tired, at the 
time of infection and it even occurs in 
the specific muscles that were over 
tired e.g. a cyclist in his legs, a base 
ball pitcher in his’ right arm, 

The home should be kept thoroughly 
clean, and free from flies or vermin of 
any description. 

Keep the home free'from dust, but 
avoid dry sweeping and dusting, sprin- 
kle the floor with pieces of dampened 
paper before sweeping, and use a cloth 
which has been moistened for dusting. 

Inasmuch as there is a great varia- 
tion in the onset of poliomyelitis‘at a 
time when the disease is prevalent, 
children showing any evidence of de- 
parture from normal health should be 
carefully watched and isolated: It is 
urgent that prompt medical attention 
should be given in all cases, 

The abortive or very mild types of 
the disease which recover.in a few 
days without’ any paralysis, and the 
carriers who harbour the virus of the 

d throat but do 
sease, are now 
known to be most important factors 
in the spread of infections and render 
the control of the disease an extremely 
difficult problem. 

The patients suffering from the dis- 
ease, careful attention should be giv- 
en to the promp disinfection of all nose 
throat and bowel discharges, and the 
articles soiled therewith. 

When the disease is prevalent all 
children known to be_ill and not re- 
ceiving medical attention should be 


reported to the Local Board of Health.

Over 1000 Sign Up . 
For T.B. Test 


Spurred on by hours of long work by 
the organization handling urban and 
rural enro}ment, the free T.B. Survey 
to be held ‘in this area in August has 
gained considerable momentum dur- 
ing the past two weeks; The canvass 
of the area is now almost complete 
and a large majority of residents have 
enthusiastically registered all. mem- 
bers of the family for chest. examina- 
tions. 

Mrs. F. G. Conroy, speaking for the 
Canadian Red Cross women handling 
Wainwright Urban registration, re- 
ports a generally good reception here. 
Mrs. W. F. Taylor who co-ordinates 
the efforts of the F.W.U.A. women can 
vassing the Wainwright rural area 
states that in spite of wet weather and 
bad road conditions over 1000 have 
signed for the x-ray service. 

Tuberculosis continues to be one of 
our deadliest killers in spite of recent 
advances in treatment. The reason for 
the quiet way in which this disease 
attacks the body, often not causing 
the patient any trouble until it is in 
such ah advanced «stage that treat- 
ment is hopeless. Only by frequent 
X-ray examinations of the, chests of 
all citizens can early cases be found 
and treated successfully. One open 
ease of tuberculosis in any area is a 
menace to the whole community. 

During the past year six new cases 
of tuberculosis have been hospitaliz- 
ed from this community, more than 
in any previous year. Hundreds of 
peoplé must have contacted one oF 
more of these cases before they were 
discovered and therefore owe it to 
themselves and theip*families to have 
a chest examination. 

One canvasser in the town of Wain- 
wright reports a case that is very typ- 
ical. pf the fearful nature of man whol 
will not register for X-ray. This parti- 
cular citizen said to the canvasser “It 
I have T.B. I don’t want to know about 
it”. This from an adult woman who 
has children to care for, Such an atti 
tude makes one think of the ostrich 
that sticks bis head in the sand and 


thinks. he is invisible. Forunately such 
people are few and far between. 

As registration draws to-a close 
there remains the collassal task of 
making appointments for ‘the thous- 
ands of examinations and mailing out 
the appointmient cards, Mr.’ L. «- W. 
Smith has shouldered this responsibil- 
ity and promises that residents will 
begin receiving cards through the 
mails in the very near future; depend- 
ing on the arrangement of the exact 
dates in August that will be set aside 
by the X-ray Clinic for Wainwright.

The official opening of the Model 
Meats: and Locker Plant, which is 
scheduled for Friday of this week, July 
29, will see an important new service 
offered to the people of the district. 
Wainwright has needed a locker plant 
for a long time now, and there ia no 
question but that new the service will 
be greatly appreciated. 


* Three partners are in the business, 
Lawrence Moier, who will act as man-| 
ager, Rufus Carl, proprietor and op- 
erator and Lue Carl, proprietor and op- 
erator. 


The building, as we all.know, is situ- 
ated on Main Street, just south of the 
Buckle Hardware. While there is yet 
some finishing to the exterior to be 
done the premises have a pleasing ap- 
pearance, with large plate glass win- 
dows. 


However, it is when you entre that 
things begin to look up. The front shop 
is a sparkling white, so sparkling, in 
fact that it is almost nécesgary to put 
on your sun glasses to avold the glare. 
You think we're fooling, well, just drop 
in some time-and see for yourself. 

The shop is fully modern and is e- 
quipped throughout with new equip- 
ment, First to come to your attention 
are the two refrigerating counters, one 
for fish and. another for meats. The 
fish counter, to the right, is the smaller 
and features the up-to-date “Dole” 
plate, a surface, cooled below freez- 
ing, on which the fish.is placed on dis- 
play and for keeping. 

The meat counter is also refrigerated 
and affords ample space for the dis- 
playing of the meats. 

The “machinery” of the shop con- 
sists of a “Sanitary” Band Meat Saw, 
a “Sanitary” Slicer, “Sanitary” Grinder 
and scales and sausage filler. 

By the way we forgot to say the 
whole building is 28 by 76 feet, and is 
constructed of cement blocks. 


Now we've got behind the counters 
we get into the cooler part of the lock- 
er business ... yes, cooler even 
the refrigerated counters. Tirwt 
room we come to is the chill or 
aging room. This ts'¢ room a  bet- 


ter thah 14 by 13 feet in which the meat 
is placed when it is first brought in. 
Meat remains in this chilling room for 
varying periods, depending on the type 
of meat. Beef, for instance, is chilled 
for six days, while pork is left In the 
aging room just until it sets. The tem- 
perature of this room is maintained 
at 34 degrees. 

From the chill room the meat is tak- 
‘en to the processing bench where it 
is cut and prepared as requiged, made 
into sausages, or prepa for the 
curing room or for storage in the lock- 
ers. 

Following processing, meats for stor- 
age are next placed in the sub-zero 
sharp freeze room, Where at a temper- 
ature of 6 below they are quickly froz- 
en, This quick freeze process retains 
the goodness and fresh flavor of meats, 
fruits and vegetables alike. 

After being frozen the foods are plac- 
ed in the customers lockers, where they 
are ‘kept at zero temperature until 
they are required for use 

Meats for curing are sidetracked to 
another room, the curing room, where 
after they have been permeated with 
the curing compound, according to 
most modern practise, they are held At 
a fixed temperature until either the 
curing is, completed or they are ready 
for the smoke room, 

The smoke room, which has not yet 
been completed will be at the rear of 
the building. Smoking is accomplished 
by hanging the meats in the room and , 
treating them with smoke created by 
burning sawdust on the floor. 

Smoking requires various times ac- 
cording to the. type of meat; bacon 
requiring 24 hours, and hams about 36 

Different freezing units maintain the 
various rooms at correct temperature

ATLANTIC PACT GETS BY U.S. SENATE 

With isolationism again rearing its ugly and impractical 
head in the U.S. Senate, it was feared last week that the rati- 
fieation of the Atlantic Pact by the government of the United 
States might be held up indefinitely. Plans had been made to 
propose amendments, which, while in themselves not too im- 
portant, would result in delays during which time the forces 
of the isolationists might rally their supporters. The old cry 
of “no more entanglements in, foreign wars” was again being 
brought out of the mothballs . . . and the one nation which 
ean do more than any other to stabilize the world, and insure 
peace if peace is possible, seemed to again be seeking to hide 
from the reality that this world is one world, and that in mod- 
ern warfare, it is almost impossible to be neutral. 

Twice in the past forty years, the United States has tried 
to remain neutral, Twice it has been forced into war by in- 
escapable factors: 

. It has been forced in, first, by a realization that its own 
interests and safety were closely tied up with the interests and 
safety of the balance of the English speaking world; 

Second; by the fact that it has in both cases been the vic- 
tim of unprovoked enemy action. 

We could think of no reason why it is desirable to énter 
a war, and the citizens of the United States follow a just.and 
eommendable course in trying to avoid engaging in warfare— 
but so do the citizens of any other country for that matter. 
But there are times when there is a wide divergence between 
that which is desirable and that which is necessary . . 
Britain tried to avoid the war with Germany, and the late Mr. 

- Chamberlain has since been castigated for his actions in Cze- 

choslovakia, and elsewhere. He was just as honest, and as 
realistic as any United States isolationist . . . perhaps a lot. 
more so. 

So, it is gratifying to note that the United States Senate 
at least will not bé hoodwinked into sidetrackirig the one or- 
ganization which can afford us, at the present moment, some 
semblance of security. Working hand in hand with the United 
‘Nations (itself a completely powerless organization) the North 
Atlantic Pact can put teeth into our demand that peace be 
maintained.

It's basically a result of the trade 
dislocation started. by the war. that 
resulted in e king-sized currency prob 
lem. Canada extends big credits to the 
United Kingdom so she can sell her 
farm products to her traditional mar 
et—the U.K. but from practically ev- 
ery other country Canada wants cash 
—in United States dollars or gold. | 

And a shortage of U.S. dollars faces 
nearly ‘every country in the world. 

Here's what happened on the trade 
front, during the week: 

1, Sir. Stafford Cripps, British chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, announced in 
London that Britain's growing’ short- 
age of gold and U.S. dollars forced her 
to slash imports from dollar areas— 
including Canada—by 26 per cent this 
year. The Anglo-Canadian food con- 
tracts—-worth nearly $400,000,000 to 
the Dominion this year—wouldn’t be 
affected. But. Canadian exports of 
base metals and wood products would. 

2. Trade Minister Howe told a press 
ce@nference Canada’s foreign trade is 
booming. The only “disturbing” as- 
pect is the unfavourable balance of 
trade with the U.S. Canada buys more 
there than she sells. 

3. To meet the shortage of U.S. dol- 
lars, Canada will wage an extensive 
campaign to sell more to the U.S, and 
buy less. 

Thée Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
réported 1948 broke all peacetime re- 
cords for trade. 

Mr. Howe indicated the government 
plans to bring some items—steel and 
later on, oil—under import ° 
and reimpose controls that were re- 
laxed during’ the last 10 months. Con- 
trols originally were imposed in 1947 
when: the Dominion's shortage of gold 
and U.S. dollars sunk to less than 
$500,000,000, Reserves now are less 
than $60,000,000 on trade with the U.8. 
in the first five months of 1949. 
Gloomy Crop Picture 


The capita] looked, too, at a gloomy 
western crop picture. The Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics report on crop 
conditions showed that the western 
grain crop was only 72 per cent of 
nofmal at the end of June. Last year 
at the same time the wheat crop had 
rated as 95 per cent of normal. 

Alberta and Saskatchewan were 
hardest hit and the poorer condition 
of the crop was blafned on widespread 
drought. 

Rye was in worse shape than wheat. 
It, was rated at 54 per cent of normal. 

The bureau emphasized that its con- 
dition report didn’t necessarily indi- 
cate the final yield. But crop reports 
all year long have not been optimistic 
about the chances of a big crop in 
many western areas. Large sections 
of central Alberta and southwestern 
Saskatchewan expects wheat’yields of 
10 bushels to the acré or less. 
Employment Up 

If the:crop picture was gloomy, the 
employment picture was good. 

The employment index of the stat- 
istics buredu stood oh May 1 at 188.6 
—the highest ever recorded in Cana- 
dian history for that time of year, The 
index is based on 1926 employment 
equalling 100, 

And wages were higher than ever, 
too. Wages for the week of May 1 in 
20,204 leading firms averaged $43.16 
per person, They were $39.70 in the 
same week last year. 

Other reports coming from the bur- 
eau indicated Canada is a long way 
from a depression. Production of such 
basic commodities as iron and steel 
and: hydroelectric power, for example, 
is running ahead of last year’s pro- 
duction. And in 1948 cattlemen sold 
the biggest number of animals for the 
highest average prices on record. 
Northern Manoeuvres 

Early next month the éanadian 
Army and R.C.A.F. will stage the Do- 
minion’s biggest peacetime land-air 
defence exercises. 

More than 1,000 permanent and re- 
serve force troops will be thrown into 
the manoeuvres in a test of northern 
defences. ; ; 

It will also be the first test of the 
Princess Patricia's Canadian Light 
Infantry since it became an: airborne 
battalion, the first of Canada’s three 
regular force infantry battalions to 
complete paratroop and glider train- 
ing to fit.them for a place in the Dom- 
inion’s proposed airborne brigade. 

Six R.C.A.F. - squadrons—fighters, 
bombers and transport planes—will 
participate. 

Base for the exercise will be Grande 
Prairie, Alta., 250 air miles northwest 


of Edmonton. It will embrace a clash’ 


for air superiority between attacking 
aircraft, an 
airborne assault on Fort St. John, B.C. 
a glider attack on the Peace River 
bridge—between Fort St. John and 
Dawson Creek, B.C:—and airborne 
capture of Dawson Creek.

VOICE OF THE PEOPLE 
The very definite set-back sustained 
by .Mr. Coldwell’s legtons ‘in the re- 
cent elections might be attributed to a 
number of causes. Optimists might 
think that it suggested a growing pub- 
lic intelligence that had drawn some 
telling conclusions from Britain’s dub- 
fous experiment which has so obvious- 
ly failed to provide a miracle or éven 
change the essential thinking of a 
people. It may be argued, and probably 
will be, that a satisfied people make 
few drastic changes, and that where 
prosperity is definite and general, 
chance favors the party in power to 
retain public confidence. It may be 
that the public followed the thinking 
of one voter. He said: “Successful 
businesses do not remove managers 
who, whatever their lesser shoritcom, 
ings, have themselves been generally 
successful.” That, perhaps, is prudent 
thinking. It may. be too that the public 
was satisfied that the existing govern- 
ment had offered all the social bene- 
fits that any party could safely provide 
However one may argue the case, 
the public has spoken very definitely 
in favor of our preset system for, 
combined, the two major parties, the 
parties of free enterprise, represent 
four-fifths of the voters. But, while 
the set-back to the forces of socialism 
hias Béen’ te and;,over the past 
months, cumulative, it is much too 
early to write it off as a threat, Where 
one out bf every eight voters cast his 
ballot for socialism, and another 30,- 
000 voted unhesitatingly for the labor- 
progressive policies of out-right com- 
| muniam there can be no thought that 

‘we have come to a time of truce. 
Obviously neither socialism nor com 
munism are at their best in periods of 
general good times. They are the ideo- 
logies of dissatisfaction and want. and 
despair. If, fighting in times of well- 
being, of satisfied people, and steady 
progress, conditions wholly adverse to 
the success of their propaganda, they 
fan still retain the devotion of one in 
seven or eight of the voters, it is no 
time for undué optimism, The obvious 
corollary is that if times were different 
as it is quite possible they may be, if 
people begin to seek plausible remed- 
ies for conditions they do not: under- 
stand, they might recover a wide fol 
lowing. They have lost a battle, but 
not a campaign. Let us hasten to state 
this before it is stated for us. It is as 
idle to believe that we will always con- 
tinue our present scale of prosperity, 
as it is to believe that socialism, or its 
sinister elder. brother, 


has shot its bolt. The only safeguard

There is no doubt but that the legal- 
izing of sweepstakes would encourage 
gambling on a large a@cale. We know 


that there has been a great deal of ill 


egal garhbling on sweepstakes and the 
Government seems to. 
down on that thing and many would 


prefer to gamble legally rather than |) 


illegally. As for the motive of such 
legislation, the one mentioned is only 
one of many, worthy or unworthy. I 
am of the opinion that the prevailing 
motive is simply the desire to take a 
chance. 

Personally, I am opposed to gamb- 
ling im any shape or form. I am not 
opposed to the element of chance or 
adventure. The gambling I object to 
is the attempt to win something for 
ourselves for which it is not our de- 
sire or intent to give any honest equiv 
alent and which must be obtained at 
the expense of another. When I win, 
I get something for which I have no 
moral claim and at the expense of one 


or others who very often can ill-afford |’ 


the loss, That the whole transaction is 
voluntary on the part of all concerned 
does not affect the moral quality of 
the det. In my judgement a ‘moral 
principle is involved and such a mat- 
ter is not determined by majority vote. 
Our human laws may decide what is 
a crime; they do not determine what 
is a SIN, 

I know that for many, issues are 
judged by other than moral standards. 
But can such sweepstakes, as propos: 
ed, be justified by practical results? 
The Government has no money of its 
own to assist any individual or insti- 
tution. The money it would pay to our 
hospitals, doctors, etc. . would. have 
to come from the people just as truly 
as if they paid their own bills, and 
who are the people that would pay? 
The gamblers. It might be an advan- 
tage of those who would not buy any 
sweepstake tickets, but those who do 
buy must pay #he Government suf- 
ficient to meet their own bills and 
also the bills of the non-gamblers, In 
what way do they receive any finan- 
cial benefit?, On the whole, they must 
be the losers. And what honest man 
who does not believe in gambling, 
would want his hospital or medical 
bills to be paid in whole or in pert by 
the contributions of gamblers, many 
of whom are in greater financial need 
than he is himself? 

Of course the argument is advan- 
ced that many people will gamble any 
way, legally or illegally; that a gfeat 
deal of money has bten going out of 
the country and why not have the 
Government secure it.and use it for 
benevolences within the country? It 
already collects vast sums from the 
gale of liquor and tobacco,

Chief ripens several days ahead of 
Latham a is generally near the end 
of its frufling season when Latham 
reaches its peak of production. This 
provides a long picking season. Lath- 
am has maintained a superiority ‘in 
yield over all varieties at Morden dur- 
ing the last two years, averaging 
4,500 pounds of berries per acre, Her- 
bert has shown less hardiness than 
the former two and the crop is more 
adversely affected by the heat, The 
large, high quality fruits on vigorous 
robust canes make this variety a fav- 
orite. Sunbeam, Moonbeam and Star- 
light exhibit abundant hardiness but 
are inferior to the foregoing in qual- 
ity, and have yielded crops of less 
than one-third that of Latham. They 
are suggested for trial only in extreme 
northern conditions where Chief fails. 


The next step in raspberry varieties 
is into more quality but less hardiness 
Covering of the canes during winter 
often permits production of fine crops 
of high quality fruits from these semi- 
hardy kinds.

students are trained to read and un- 
derstand the news, they will incident- 


for citizenship. They should be train- 
ed'to adopt a type of conduct that is 
in the best interests of the democracy | 
in which they live. But in a deniot- 
racy it is not only necessary that cit- 
izens act right, they should know why 
such conduct is desirable. If we are 
the type of people that’ blindly follow 
precepts, then we are the stuff that 
dictatorships are made of. A demo-+ 
cratic people must be an intelligent 
people. “Ye shall know the truth, and 
the truth shall det ye free.” 

The Social Studies teachers unani- 
mously were of the opinion that a 
knewledge of past History is neces- ° 
sary for intelligent citizenship today. 
Tt is the foundation upon which we 
build. If that foundation is weak, our 
whole structure: of democracy ‘may 
crumble. There was some difference 
of opinion as. to the relative values of 
different parts .of History. Some. felt 
that Ancient History had few lessons 
of value for us and had largely just a 
cultural value. But there were no dif-

the History of the last 800 years. 
Mahy people who have read little of 


the past it has little practical value in 
the present. The same reasoning could 
be equally well applied to Science or 
other subjects. If we did not make use 
of past discoveries in Science, but, in 
each generation, had to rediscover ev- 
erything that we made use of, we can 
profit by the experiments and the dis- 
coveries made in the past. History has 
valuable Jessons for us. Why should 
we be content to continue to make the 
same costly mistakes generation after 
generation? ' 

This group of teachers also lament 
ed the results of largely abandoning 
the formal teaching of geography. A 

‘| iarge percentage of our sénior High 
School students cannot read the news 
and properly appreciate it because 
they cannot mentally put it into its 
geographical setting. I sympathize 
with the American tourists who came 
across the border at Niagara and de- 
cided that now they were in Canada 
they might as well visit relatives in 
Winnipeg. Not only are such . people 
deprived of a great enjoyment, they 
have such a restricted, provincial out- 
look that as citizens of the world, or 
even of the nation, they are unable to 
perform their responsibilities. 

It may be said that if our schools 
were to return to a. more formal and 
intensive teaching of History and Geo- 
graphy, it would be a backward step. 
The teachers maintain that we have 
taken’ the wrong road and that we 
must retrace our steps to the turning 
where we made our mistake, Whether 
the officials of the Department of Ed- 
ucation will admit the error remains 
to be seen. But, the unanimous opinion 
of thirty five senior teachers, chosen 
at random throughout the Province, is 
at least worthy of serious considera- 
tion.

NEEDS OF TOURISTS 


In Canada, the tourist business is 
BIG business, and the biggest part of 
the business is the business of eating. 

No matter what their destination, 
no matter whether they travel by land, 
air or water, the tourists must eat, 
and it is to those who cater to the 
tourist appetite that the Health Leag- 
ue of Canada has directed an appeal 
asking that Canada’s visitors be ser- 
ved attractive and nutritious diets un- 
der the most sanitary conditions. 

Foods, natural and nutritious in- 
clude pasteurized milk and milk pro- 
ducts, cooked whole grain cereals, 
whole wheat bread, Canada Approved 
bread, green and yellow vegetables, 
raw or cooked, potatoes cooked in 
skins, meat, fish, eggs and a wide var- 
iety of fruits, ’ 

While admitting that those in the 
eating business cannot dictate to their 
guests, the Health Léague suggests it 
would do no harm and might do a lot 
of good if menus emphasized the types 
of food required for good health, At 
the same time, it should be recognized 
that proper cooking can ruin even 
foods that are. considered high in nu- 
tritive value. 

‘Then there is the question of clean- 
liness—sanitary food: handling. For 
the protection of their customers and 
themselves, employers and employees 
alike should acquire and continue to 
carry out sanitary work practices. 

“Food should be stored in clean, dry 
places, away from rats, mice, ground 


‘| squirrels and flies—all of which are 


filth-laden' carriers and spreaders of 
disease.

Their showing, was inimistadabia 
proof that Canadian track and field 
athletes need development and spec- 
ialized attention—especially the sen- 
iors. The. juniors, fortunately, proved 
they were amore or less getting some 
of that attention by their performance 
at the junior championships. And a 
few of them did all right against sen- 
for company at the trials, too. %, 

But for the most part, ‘Canadians 
can expect little from the 31-man 
team—unless they pull a “Cindrella” 
performance—when.they take to the 
field for the fourth British Empire 
Games in 20 years. 

When the last events had been run 
off only three records had been brok- 
en. And they were all in the dfstance 
runs—the 880 yards, the three-mile 
and six-mile events. Only a few oth-. 
ers equalled standards set up by offic- 
jals as a yardstick for selecting the 
squad. 

Most of these athletes’ had done 

better previously. But even if they do 
return to better form it may not be 
good enough to produce points for the 
Dominion, - . 

Don Pettie of Calgary, a member of 
the 1948 Olympic team, for’.example, 
won the 100-yard sprint in 10.3 sec- 
onds. And he probably will. hook up 
with British and Australian speédsters 
like Jack Treloan and MacDonald Bal- 
ley who can run the distance in com- 
fortably lesg than 10 seconds,.

fous competitors and spectators—the 
track was chippy, the wind was too 
stiff. They . bucked a seven-mile-an- 


hour wind but this was more of a det-|_

Wiatever the excuse it wasn’t good 
enough to-appease the elder sports 
faris who recall the fine display turned 
in by Canada’s representatives in pre- 
vious games. . 

Remember the amazing Percy Wil- 
Hams of Vancouver who copped a first 
in the 100-and 200-yard metre sprints 
at the Amsterdam ‘Olympics in: 1928 
and then took the 100-yard sprint at 
the 1930 Hamilton, Ont., British Dm- 
pire Games? Or do you recall the Do- 
minion’s performance at Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, In 1938 when Canada’s team 
captured eight firsts and set up seven 
B.B, Games records? 


Despite this all-star ‘imttnaiaiiie 
Canada ended with 161 points, second 
to Australia’s 235. The Aussies came 


through with a bunch of seconds and 
thirds to ring up their total. 

Based on the /trials, Canada’s repre- 
sentatives aren't likely to repeat that 
performance, But who can tell? There 
have been upsets before. 

One brightening factor brought out 
in the trials and the junior. champion- 
ships is the work shown by the juniors 
There seems to be a rising popularity 
of the sport among ‘the ymingsters, 
And,after all, the 1952 Olympics aren't 
too far off.

A chopped hard-cooked egg, a little 
grated cheese, chopped celery, chop- 
ped parsely, chopped pickle or a féw 
drops of spicy meat sauce will. change 
plain white sauce inxo something spec- 
ial. 

There are a few special sauces whith 
are easy to make but are quite differ- 
ent in consistency and method. 

For example a sauce that lends the 
right zip to spinach; beet greens or 
green beans is made by blending a 
little prepared mustard and vinegar 
with softened butter before adding to 


‘the hot vegetable. As for sweet satic- 


es to serve on fruits, honey as a base 
is exeellent, A little grated orange 
rind added to the honey makes an ex- 
eéllent ‘dressing for fruit salad. Whip- 
ped cream sweetened with honey will 
stay up longer than when sugar is 
used. «
